The moon will bo as light as tho sun and 
the light of tho sun will bo increased 
sevenfold. The other si.x will affect tho 
rivers, the soa, tho earth and tho air. 
This is terrible enough, but still it is not 
all, for tremendous anowfjiUs, hailstones 
of onoriTioua size, awful floods and flam- 
ing fire will como to complete the pic- 
tiire. , Then there are to be dreadful and 
destructive earthquakes, the most dread- 
ful one of all coming upon us at tho lat- 
ter end of 1884. However, Mr. Sworm-

Mr. Smiths, the prumier, and 
Mr. A. E. n, Davie, the .attornay-gen- 
cral, wore niombera uf the Elliott govern, 
mont and assi.stcd in framing tlie roven- 
no policy whicli enabled tiie country to 
meet tlio tiemondoua liahilities incurred 
by the first Walkem government and 
eiivad it from bankruptcy. Mr. Robson 
and VIr. Drake wore members of tho log- 
ialativo council boforo Confederation, and 
]\[r, Jtobsou afterwards siit for Nanaimo 
in tho Icgifllativo aascnibly from J 871 to 
1875. All aro gentlemen of large politi- 
cal experience, good debaters and stand 
high as profeHKi(jnal and bufiiness men. 
Mr. iSmitho i.s a .suucu.isful farmer in 
Oowiohaii, where Im has resided for more 
than 20 years. Mr. llobson is editor of 
the jBri7 (■.?/! Columh'm li^'JAxQ leading'iievvs. 
paper on tho mainland, Mr. Davie is 
senior niombur of tho legal 'fihn^of 'Davie 
& Pooloy. Mr. Drake, who ha.i accept- 
ed the position of provident of the coun- 
cil withoui portfolio, is senior ineuibor of 
the firm of Drake «& Jackson. The min- 
isti-y is a strong one from every point of 
view. Its members represent impoi taut 
districts and interuats. * Tlio people nat- 
urally expect wliolesome legislation to 
eraanato from such men; and there is rea- 
Bon'to believe that they will not be dis- 
appoinlad. V ■ 

THE INDEVENDENT MEM HERS. 

A great deal of indignation has boon 
expressed at the conrao of Mensrs. Duck, 
Grant and t wo or tlu'ou otiior iii;lt;pendent 
members in voting with the lato govern- 
ment. Persons who talk in that strain 



might as well exhaust tho vials of their 
wrath on the heads of Messrs. Dingwall, 
Raybould. et ul, who were also elected aa 
independents, and who came to Victoria 
entirely unfettered as to party. Messra. 
Duck, Grant, Dingwall, Raybould and 
other independents voted, there is no 
reason to doubt, according to their lights 
and, aa they supposed, to further the in- 
terests of the country. They entered the 
house practically untrammoled by pledges 
and no one can with any show of justice 
charge either with recreancy.. It matters 
not on which side these gentlemen voted; 
thoy are entitled to the utmost consider- 
ation and their votes do not disentitlo 
them to the confidence of thoso who sent 
them aa represontativeii »and who. did so 
with the full underatsmdiiig that thoy 
were unpledged to eithei: party. It should 
therefore be understood that tho cry 
raised against Messrs, Duck and Grant 
for their votes on Friday meets with no 
responsive echo in these columns.

Fubllc School Heport, 

Olio of the reports laid on the speak- 
er's table on Friday was that relating to 
scliools. The total cost of education for 
the year ending 30th June last for all 
purposes including build inrrs was .§58,- 
514.07, an increase of. $8,008. GO over that 
of tho precedhig yea'-. This sum was 
expended in the tuition of 2,579 entered 
pupils, tho average daily attendance be- 
ing about 1,313^. Those pupils and the 
above mentioned expenditure are dis- 
tributed among 50 school districts, in 
some of v.-hicli, liowcver, tho schools have 
not been kept up in consequence of tho 
attendance:-, falling Ijolow tlio statutory 
numbeR iThe M of each pupil enrolled 
for tho yeai: for education without ex- 
penditure for buildings is §18.57; but if 
the average is taken it is §36.25. This 
is an increase of 34 cents on tho former, 
and, on account of the low, average §1.90 
on the latter, over tlia preoodiiig year. 
The average attendance in all the schools 
is but a trifle over CO per cont. which 
means that one-half the teaching power 
is wasted or in other words that pupils 
lose one-half tile advantages they would 
otherwijo obtain were they to liltend re- 
gularly. It is strange that parents- 
many of them at least— cannot bo made 
aware of the fact that they are content- 
ing themselves with public schopl advan- 
tages that might be 'doiibl^d. by a little 
effort on their parts to make attendance 
regular and punctual. Tho incrcaso in 
attendance reported, o.ver tho former 
year, is only 82 which is not at all com- 
mensurato' with increased expenditure, 
§2,307.84. An unusual amount of sick- 
nuas together with the floods of last sum- 
mer on the lower Fruser are mentioned 
to' account for this |;;ynsatiafactory condi- 
tion of things. Salaries of teachers re- 
main the same, §110 per month being' the 
maximun and §45 the minimum, with 
only one, however, at each of tlioso rates. 
The teaching staff has also been about 
stationary. Had not the late government 
been so intent on curtaiUng educational 
and other expenditure so as to have a 
surplus on Ijapd to nieot tho ^ouso with, 
the unexpended portion of the grant in 
this one department amounting to §3,- 
370.47, there would have been quite an 
increase of school districts aiid of course 
a corresponding increase of teachers. 
Chcmainus, Mayne Island, Shuswap 
Prairie, Nicola Lake, Okanagan, Lower 
Chilliwhack, Towqship No, 12, Ne\v 
Westminster, Quamichan and Stave 
river, no leas than ten in iiumber,aro alj, 
or nearly all, Ipivally entitled tp be con- 
atituted school districts. They have been 
sending in application after application 
for educational rights and advantages, to 
all of which a deaf ear has been turned. 
The settlers in all those localities will 
hail with delight tho change in the gov- 
ornmen|;that hasliappily ju^tl^pm'jbrpught

Tho U; S ■ Sr"Oir^r^W6id6if^aVihg %F 
board the authorities sent up to enquire 
into the reported difficulties nt Metla- 
kahtla, arrived tlioro.on . tlfe 18th . iiist. 
A week was spent at Metlakahtla, during 
which (ill tho circumstances connected 
with tho question at issue between Bishop 
Ridley and Mr. .Duncan were investigat- 
ed. _ It appears that shortly boforo 
Christmas soine trouble ' originated about 
a partnership drum which an Indian hav- 
ing the lar^;ei3t interest in it sold. TIio 
other ■harehalders resented the action of 
the vendor and applied to Bishop Rjdl^ey 
for a rodresa of their aupposedt grieyarico. 
As a result two men wore taken iiito cus- 
tody it is said by the bishop himself, as 
nobody would assist in their apprehen- 
sion. Tlio two men, named Johnson and 
Bato,,Wer^ confined in a so-called gaol, 
not fit for liiiman beings to be thrust in- 
to, and there kept for several days vvitli- 
out being brought to trial. Bail wasl-o- 
fiised, and the Indians seeing no proba- 
bility of the men bein^,' liberated by due 
course of hiw formed thonisulves into a 
disputation to request tho bishop to take 
some action in tho inatlor. On their way 
to his residence they met tho bishop and 
Mrs. Ridley going home. A man named 
Le.gaio approached the bishop and hold up 
his hand, indicating a desiro that he 
should stop. Tho bishop thrust him 
aside, when others made up to him think- 
ing it seems that hostile moasurea were 
intended. Another Indian or two joined 
in the affray, in which the ^bishop showed 
nineh "science." Eventually tho bishop 
was struck on the anu, on the back of 
ti>e haad, was thrown down, and oliier- 
wiso somewhat roughly handled. 

On the arrival' of the Wolcott Logaie, 
Husson and Sitka Jim were summoned 
beforo tho autiiorities and after a hearing 
Jim was fined §20, ar d the others §10 
each. Thc.<)e sums \yero immediately 
paid. A cr()3s-chargejAva)j'lSld%^ the 
bishop by Logaio, w'hfclr^'affef a hejiring 
wiis diflinissed. At the trial an Indian in 
giving ovidonco stated that-whon the dif- 
ficulty with the bishop occurred ho preas- 
od f6i:wajSdl|Eotprotoct Mrs. Ridley, be- 
cause holcnew that there were u largo 
number of "powder-hearted men behind 
him," On being asked what ho meant 
by "powder-hearted men," lie said "nnni 
easily excited tliat wouhl go nfF quick, 
just like Bishop Ridley there." Tiiis re- 
ply ciuised no little amusement in tlie 
large and crowded room in which some 
700 or 800 Indians were .as.iembled. 

A question of property out of which 
some of the differences had arisen could 
nut bo entered upon, since the decision, 
if not-aniicably arranged, must rest with 
tho supreme court of the province. It is 
understood, however, that no further ac- 
tion will be taken by the Church Mission- 
ary Society on this question. - 

As probably more than 12 to 1 of the 
Indians at Metlakahtla are" devoted to 
Mr. Duncan, the chances are immensely 
in his favor in any difticulty that may 
arise there. This was plainly demon- 
strated by public meetings that were 
called by tho Indian Superintendent, Dr. 
Powell, after the assault cases had been' 
tried, The one hold with Mr. Duncan's 
adherents numbered ' between- 700 and 
800, while not ai twentieth part of that 
number collected at tiie other meeting. 
On tho Sunday previous to tlie Wolcott 
leaving the mission, divine sorvicu was 
held by Mr. Duncan and by IJisliop Rid- 
ley in thoir'respeetive places of worship. 
Tho bishop's congregation numbered 17 
in all, which included the wives and 
children of tho bishop's clergymen. Mr. 
Duncan's congregation numbered be- 
twoen 500 and COO devout, cleanly, car- 
neat Christianized Indians. No serious 
trouble need be anticipated if the bishop 
will cease his unworthy efforts, as tho 
Indians are peaceably disposed. 

Capt. Stoddar was asked to bring Bish- 
op Ridley and wife and the wives of tho 
bishop's clergymen to Victoria; but this 
he could not do. He offered, howover, 
to carry them to tho Motlmdist mission 
at Fort Simpson and place them under 
Mr, Cro8by^?,ip,c|teo|iftn.^i^^^^ kind of- 
fer was declined;'^TlMrs.r;OoTlinson, wife 
of Kuv. Mr. Collinson, said there was no 
danger, and that she would not leave 
without her husband, in , any event. 
, . Thb^kindness.apd,; of Capt. 

Stoctder and his bfllcers are highly spoken 
of by liis gueats on this trip. Though 
oucuiuitoring some heavy weather, and 
meeting witii occasional detentions from 
fog.s she had on tho whole a favorable 
passage both ways. Voi-y little cold had 
been oxperioiicud up north and tho low- 
lands were devoid of snow. 

Steam schooner Dolphin was mot in 
Pinlayaon'a channol just below Afetia- 
kahtla; Bishop Ridley being on board ho 
returned at the request of tho Indian 
superintendent. A vessel supposed to 
be the Dolphin, was passed during tho 
night on tlie way down near Cape Lazo. 
She was again .sighted out in the gulf of 
Georgia, as the Wolcott loft Departure 
Bay yesterday morning. The ciittor 
reached Victoria .at 4A o'clock yesterday 
afternoon.

Your corre8Ron&fe|(%j^^ a slur 
upon the common sclibol'sys'tera of Amer- 
ica by making the. remark in parenthesia 
(siiph< as it isj meaning thereby that tho 
edy.ca|idn,of , the' children ia of an inferior 
kindTT-or of a low grade. He makes a 
contradiction in terms by imputing to me 
ignorance of the subject; and in tho same 
breath says that the question is generally 
understood— an easy method of disposing 
of an opponant.r,|VVhenfihe refers to the 
appHodtioh 6? pbblilPtnOney for school 
purpoaes, ho makes out a prima facie ar- 
gument that is inviting and satisfactory 
to those of his way of thinking, but to 
those who think differently it will not bear 
the test of scrutiny. ,To be pertinent: 
what objections are alleged against tho 
free school system, or why do Catholics 
deem it a matter of conscience to keep 
thoir children from attending? By what 
precedent or right; does the Catholic 
church assume control of the secular edu- 
cation of children, although they bo of 
Catholic parentage ? : 

In tho United States the common 
schools are national in their character and 
in spirit. Each state makes its own ap- 
propriations; and I believe the national 
government has considpred and made ap- 
propriations in portions- of' the country 
whore the pooplo are too^ pooV to raise a 
fund for that purpose. Tlio free school 
system is tho pillar of republicanism, and 
is the onl.y hope_ that jits institutions will 
be perpetuated, i sTho ^ parochial schools, 
if anything, are sectarian and foreign to 
the principles enunciated in the free 
schools and should bo regarded as usurp- 
ing the rights of the state. I believe in 
tho secular schools being apart from the 
religious— and it is eminently fitting and 
practicable to teach religion to children 
in the churches, and the secular educa- 
tion in tho schools, while they ahould re- 
main 8ep.arato and independent. No can- 
didate can bo elected to any high office in 
the States unleaa hia viowa are known to 
bo favorable to the common schoola. In 
New York city— whoro the Catholic popu- 
lation is almost ecju-al with tho Proteatant 
— and where the democratic party ticket 
usually varies its majorities from' 45,«)00 
to 00,000 majority,' at a, recent election
